'rhe old Adaae “the eye of the 
m aster fattens his cattle’’ may be 
applied to crops as well as to live­ 
stock production. Many farmers 
have learned to recognize "hunRer 
signs” in various crops which in­ 
dicate certain nutrient deficiencies 
in the soil, Crops growing on soil 
dff.cient in nitrogen are usually 
light yellowish 
green 
in 
color. 
Sm all gram and grasses attain 
this appearance early in growth 
or before heighth of 6 to 8 inches 
is reached. 
Under exttem ely wet conditions 
corn m ay also develop a sim ilar 
appearance during the early stage 
of early growth. However, nitro­ 
gen deficiency in corn ordinarily 
is not too 
apparent 
until 
the 
plant has reached the tassle stage 
which is the critical tim e as far 
as available nitrogen and m oist­ 
ure are concerned. 
The 
lower 
leaves show yellowish discolorat­ 
ion near the midrib, particularly 
near the tip of the leaf.

To improve his "batting aver­ 
age” and to assure good care for 
him and his fellow patient, as 
well, here are a few rules of 
“sickroom etiquette” for the pat­ 
ient:
